As indicated in the action of 4/06/05 Applicant is required to elect between/among the specific esters. Applicant elected an 
improper group "phosphoric acid esters". Alternatively, it is unclear whether applicant is arguing that the esters are obvious in view 
of each other because they have a substantially similar structure. 

More importantly, it seems that applicant might have been their own lexicographer and defined the elected "phosphoric acid 
esters" in such a way that includes other compounds that do not have the "substantially similar structure". Thus Applicant has to elect 
a specific phosphoric acid ester (or any other specific specie of record), admit clearly on the record that every phosphoric acid ester is 
obvious in view of any other, or provided evidence that every phosphoric acid ester is obvious in view of any other. 
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
